Stocks of oldecrop dry beans in all positions on September 1, 1950 totaled 


nearly 10 million bags, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics reported today, Of 


this total 9,735,000 bags (cleaned basis) were in commercial storage; only 39,000 
bags (uncleaned basis} were still on farms, Stocks of old-crop dry peas in 
commercial storage were reported at 1,374,000 bags and stocks still on farms 
amounted to 61,000 bags, The commercial stocks cover all dry beans and dry peas 


stored in commercial storage places in or near producing areas, including stocks 


owned by the Commodity Credit Corporation for both the 1948 and 1949 crops, Stocks 


in direct consumption channels are excluded,
